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NEW BOOST FOR 
LEISURE CENTRE

OSWESTRY Leisure Cen¬ 
tre’s future looks secure after 
Shropshire Council named the 
town as one of its three pro¬ 
posed main hubs for leisure 
services in the future. 

There had been fears that the com¬ 
plex could be closed under hard-hit¬ 
ting local authority cuts. 

But the council has revealed that it wants to 
invest in and support a community leisure hub 
in Oswestry as well as Shrewsbury and Ludlow, 
as part of its strategy for the next 20 years. 

Councillor Steve Charmley, Deputy Leader of 
Shropshire Council, said it was excellent news 
for Oswestry and an indication of the quality of 
facilities and opportunities provided at the lei¬ 
sure centre on Shrewsbury Road. 

A public consultation on the council leisure 
strategy will run until September 30 and Coun¬ 
cillor Charmley is urging sports clubs and in¬ 
dividuals to back the leisure centre by getting 
involved in that consultation. 

Funding 

A number of sports halls and swimming pools 
across Shropshire, particularly in the south and 
the north east of the county, are under threat of 
having their funding withdrawn unless commu¬ 
nity groups or town and parish councils come 
forward to help. 

The draft report states: “Shropshire Council 
needs to focus resources and provision in the 
three main towns of Oswestry, Shrewsbury and 
Ludlow; core provision is swimming, sports hall 
and fitness.” It points out that Oswestry has a 
growing population with young people moving 
into the area. The document also says the au¬ 
thority must ensure that school swimming is 
“a priority - accessible, available, and can be 
done as effectively as possible”. The success of 
Oswestry Leisure Centre, which opened in 2011, 
is evident throughout the draft strategy. 

A recent audit of all sport facilities in the 
county gave the centre a 92 per cent, excellent, 
score, the second highest mark in Shropshire. 
“It is a flagship facility for north west Shrop¬ 
shire,” the audit table says. 

Value for money is also flagged up in the re¬ 
port. Last year there were 223,555 individual 
visits to the leisure centre with each one costing 
Shropshire Council 44 pence, much lower that 
most other sports halls and swimming pools. 

Councillor Charmley said: “The leisure centre 
is definitely a flagship facility and its success is 
testament to the quality of the services that are 
provided there. 

“Oswestry has a great sporting reputation, 
from school sports through to club sports. I am 
delighted that this seems to have been recog¬ 
nised in this draft leisure strategy.” 

The leisure centre is currently running ‘Find¬ 
ing Dory’ family swim sessions, a Superstars 
holiday club and is also supporting the national 
This Girl Can initiative with healthy living pro¬ 
grammes and women only swim sessions.

Horticultural chairman Margaret Hudson 
commented that the show relies on committed 
exhibitors such as Mr Hardman and Andrew 
Jones from Maesbrook for their dedication 
and continued support. 

An exciting schedule has been arranged for 
the main ring programme. 

The programme this year includes a display 
from The White Helmets Royal Signal Motor¬ 
cycle Team and Bobb Hogg with his sheepdogs 


and ducks while the Sir Watkins Williams 
Wynn Hunt will introduce their pack of old 
English foxhounds to visitors. 

A variety of entertainment has been or¬ 
ganised for the village green to include a pro¬ 
gramme filled with dance, magic and music. 

Malcolm Roberts, show chairman, said the 
park and ride bus service from the livestock 
market in Shrewsbury Road starts at 9am on 
Saturday. An Owen’s coach will take passen¬ 
gers to the showground on the hour, picking 
up at the Park Gates in the town centre. 

The last bus to the showground will be at 
2pm and the last one will leave Park Hall at 
6.15pm.

ENERGY 

ftial run will pave 
the way for further 
wind farm convoys 

A TRIAL run which will pave the way for 
a second convoy of lorries carrying large 
wind turbine parts through the Oswestry 
and Welshpool area is set to take place to¬ 
morrow (Friday). 

Lorries are currently carrying turbine 
blades and parts along the A483 trunk 
road on a daily basis. The Tirgwynt wind 
farm convoys are scheduled to head to 
Carno for up to six days a week until the 
middle of September. 

This week it was revealed a separate 
set of turbine deliveries are to travel on 
a similar route, with a trial run planned 
for tomorrow. The new convoys will be 
destined for Garreg Lwyd Hill wind farm 
between Felindre and Llanbadarn Fy- 
nydd, where work is scheduled to start in 
mid-September and last until Christmas. 

Renewable Energy Systems Limited 
has sent a letter to homes and businesses 
along the turbine delivery route for Gar¬ 
reg Lwyd Hill wind farm to provide ad¬ 
vance notice of the trial run. 

RES spokeswoman Samantha Mayes 
said: “The purpose of the trial run is to 
undertake a drive through of the delivery 
route with an empty abnormal indivisible 
load vehicle to confirm the roadworks 
along the A483 which have been ongoing 
over the past six months are suitable and 
that the turbine components can be de¬ 
livered to site with minimal disruption.” 

The full programme of convoys to Gar¬ 
reg Lwyd Hill will start on September 12. 


HOSPITALS 

Another delay for 
£15m development 

THE opening of a £15 million develop¬ 
ment at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital 
has been further delayed. 

The theatre and ward development was 
originally due to be opened in June and 
was then put back to July 18, then to Au¬ 
gust 1 with the first surgical patients on 
August 15. 

Bosses have now confirmed the hand¬ 
over will not take place until August 
15. They will wait a fortnight to ensure 
everything is ready before the first surgi¬ 
cal patients enter the building on August 
30. The new delay is due to work inside 
the building not yet being completed.

Governors suspended over 
school bus transport row

THREE governors from a high 
school embroiled in a row over 
home to school transport have 
been suspended for four months 
with another governor suspend¬ 
ed for a month. 

The governors, all Powys County 
Councillors, were originally removed 
from their roles at Llanfyllin High 
School but appealed. 

They will now have to serve a suspension 
and undergo re-training instead. 

Powys County Council said the school 
should not have offered subsidised trans¬ 
port to 149 pupils, some from the Oswestry 
area, for whom Llanfyllin is not their near¬ 
est secondary school. 

It is allowing the arrangement at Lla¬ 
nfyllin to continue for the next two years 
although at an increased charge, £120 a 
term rather than the £80 a term parents 
currently pay. That will jump to more than 
£200 a term in two years’ time. 

Four local authority governors, Council¬ 
lor Darren Mayor, Councillor Aled Davies, 
Councillor Peter Lewis and Councillor 
Gwynfor Thomas, had been dismissed by 
the county council’s cabinet as local au¬ 
thority governors following Llanfyllin High 
School’s use of delegated school funding for 
transport in breach of council policy. For¬ 
mer cabinet member Councillor Myfanwy 
Alexander had also been dismissed as an 
LA governor of any Powys school. 

Following their appeal, council leader, 
Councillor Barry Thomas, said: “I can con¬ 
firm that the original decision to dismiss 
the councillors as governors has changed. 
Councillors Darren Mayor, Aled Davies 
and Peter Lewis will be suspended for four 
months and they will have to undertake 
training prior to their return as governors. 
The training will be provided by the author¬ 
ity. Councillor Gwynfor Thomas, who was 
not a governor when the original decision 
was made will be unable to resume duties 
as an governor for one month. The appeal 
by Councillor Myfanwy Alexander has been 
upheld in full and she will not be removed 
or suspended for acting as an LA governor 
but the issue has already been referred 
to the Local Government Ombudsman to 
consider her conduct as a cabinet portfo¬ 
lio holder. The appeal hearing considered 
there were mitigating circumstances that 
needed to be taken into consideration and 
have now been reflected in the changes.”

Mrs Richards said: “They have been tre¬ 
mendous. 

“They have worked and worked on the 
gardens, hours every day to get them look¬ 
ing like they are. 

“The wonderful show of flowers is a 
credit to them.” 

Now the Yorkfields communal areas in¬ 
clude a colourful rose garden, a shrubbery 


and areas with bedding plants. Some of the 
other residents have also planted flowers 
outside their bungalows. 

“Shirley Thomas has a lovely show of 
flowers outside her home and some of the 
others have joined in, too. 

“It has really brightened the place up,” 
Mrs Richards said. 

“We understand that the council hasn’t 
got the money it used to have so we thought 
we had better roll up our sleeves and do it 
ourselves.”

A VISITOR and exhibition centre 
says it is being re-discovered, after 
the closure of the local tourist infor¬ 
mation centre. 

Shropshire Council closed the 
award-winning Mile End TIC on the 
edge of Oswestry last month because 
of budget cuts. 

Shropshire Borderland Tourism 
has been commissioned on a three- 
year contract to deal with inquiries 
from visitors by e-mail, telephone and 
post - saving the council as much as 
£18,660. 

It is also welcoming personal vis¬ 
itors to its base in the very heart of 
Oswestry. Tourism members say that 
despite being in Oswestry for more 
than 30 years, visitors and townspeo¬ 
ple alike are only just discovering the 
town centre’s visitor and exhibition 
centre in the grounds of St Oswald’s 
Parish Church.

Oswestry Borderland 
Tourism is working together with 
Oswestry Town Council to raise 
awareness of the centre and would 
especially like local people to call in, 
have a look round and then tell visi¬ 
tors to the town where it is”

Police boss gives pledge 
over officer numbers

TOWNS and villages in Shrop¬ 
shire will get more police officers 
as they continue to expand, West 
Mercia’s crime commissioner 
has pledged. 

John Campion vowed to make sure 
the police would have the resources 
to serve the county’s growing popula¬ 
tion. 

He was speaking after a leading police 
officer warned he would need more staff 
to police a new mini-village earmarked for 
Oswestry. Superintendent David McWil- 
liam, who heads the Shropshire policing 
area, said “unacceptable pressure” would 
be put on existing officers if the force did 
not grow in line with the population of the 
county. 

Mr Campion said: “We are seeing in¬ 
creasing populations in many of Shrop¬ 
shire’s towns and villages and this potential 
development in Oswestry is an example of 
how that is happening. It is important that 
communities continue to get the service 
they need from their police force as they 
develop. I will make sure the force has the 
resources it needs to provide that, and will 
continually hold the chief constable to ac¬ 
count to ensure it is delivered.” 

The Place Partnership, which man¬ 
ages the estates of regional police forces, 
says the developers of the proposals for 
Oswestry should put their hands in their 
pockets and contribute to extra policing for 
the town. 

J Ross Developments has submitted an 
outline application for up to 600 homes and 
infrastructure on land north of the Shrews¬ 
bury Road. 

Superintendent McWilliam said the 
county had 290 staff serving 131,522 house¬ 
holds. 

Mathematically this should mean that an 
extra 600 homes would need 1.3 extra staff, 
he added. 

The Place Partnership is calling on 
Shropshire Council to insist on a Section 
106 agreement attached to any planning 
permission which would mean that the de¬ 
veloper would have to agree to giving a sum 
towards the policing of the new estate. 

Superintendent McWilliam said: “It is 
a fact that population and in-migration to 
Shropshire is increasing. 

“Like many public sector organisations 
West Mercia Police has seen a real terms 
reduction in ground funding.” 


A TEENAGE motorcyclist required 
hospital treatment after a lunch¬ 
time collision with a car near to a 
busy roundabout. 

The crash on the Gwern-y-Brenin 
road near the Mile End roundabout 
in Oswestry happened shortly be¬ 
fore 1pm on Friday last week and 
resulted in the southbound carriage¬ 
way at Maesbury Road being closed. 

The vehicles involved were a blue 
Vauxhall Astra and red Yamaha mo¬ 
torcycle. 

Jamie Arrowsmith, spokesman 
for West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice, said the teenage male suffered 
injuries to his left shoulder, elbow 


and ribs and has been immobi¬ 
lised. He was given pain relief be¬ 
fore being transported to the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital for further 
treatment. 

The road re-opened about an hour 
later. 

Meanwhile in a separate road 
collision a passenger on a motorcy¬ 
cle had to be treated in hospital for 
what police described as “life-chang¬ 
ing injuries”. 

The woman was take for care to 
the Royal Stoke University Hos¬ 
pital’s trauma centre after being 
airlifted following the crash, which 
took place north of Oswestry on the 


A5. She suffered leg injuries in the 
crash, which involved a Volvo car 
and a motorcycle. 

The crash took place shortly after 
4pm on Sunday close to the Halton 
roundabout on the Chirk bypass. 

Police closed the road to allow 
emergency services to get to the 
scene and it remained shut for sev¬ 
eral hours while an initial investiga¬ 
tion was carried out.

She said a political system 
dominated by just two parties was no 
longer working.

THE body of a man believed to have 
been in his twenties was recovered 
near Pontcysyllte Aqueduct near 
Oswestry on Sunday night. 

North Wales Police said the death of 
the man - who has not been identified 
- is not being treated as suspicious. 

The police forces said investigations 
into the incident are continuing. 

A fire crew attended the scene near 
the Trevor Basin at 6.27pm on Sunday 
and took one fire engine and a water 
incident unit to the location. 

Firefighters left the scene at 
9.12pm. 

North Wales Police have asked an¬ 
yone with information about the in¬ 
cident to call 101 quoting reference 
U113364. 

Whistle blowing 
figures released 

SHROPSHIRE Council dealt with 10 
whistle blowing claims over the past 
year, new figures show. 

Only two showed there was a case 
to answer with no action taken over 
the remaining eight. A report showed 
five allegations of corruption were 
made, along with one of theft, one of 
harassment and one of employment 
breach. An allegation of breach of 
trust and confidence, along with mis¬ 
use of council IT equipment was also 
alleged. This led to employees leaving 
by mutual agreement.

Former soldier tells of 'brutality' 


Cheryl James 


A FORMER soldier from the con¬ 
troversial Deepcut Army Barracks 
has spoken of how he used to hide 
in a locked cupboard to get away 
from the ‘insidious bullying’ that 
went on there. 

Stewart Thompson says there has 
to be a public inquiry into the brutal 
regime at the Surrey training camp. 

Mr Thompson had a breakdown 
six years after his time in the bar¬ 


racks. “The brutality was insidious 
and completely unexpected and for 
no reason,” he told the BBC’s Victo¬ 
ria Derbyshire show. 

The parents of Cheryl James, one 
of four young soldiers found dead 
at the barracks, have praised Mr 
Thompson for coming forward. 

Des and Doreen James from Lla- 
nymynech, near Oswestry, said it 
showed that there were still people 


suffering from the effects of what 
had happened. 

In June an inquest into the death 
of 18-year-old Cheryl, who died at 
Deepcut in 1995, concluded that she 
took her own life. 

Mr James said Mr Thompson’s 
account of Deepcut was another 
sign that there was a culture of bul¬ 
lying at the camp. 

“People are starting to realise 


that something was very wrong 
there. To resort to locking each 
other in a cupboard or lying in an 
attic space for hours on end you 
have you be pretty scared.” 

He said he was still pressing for a 
public inquiry.

Council salaries and travel 
expenses reach £l.32m

COUNCILLORS in Powys were paid £1.32 million in salaries and ex¬ 
penses in the past year, new figures have revealed. 

The total, paid to the 74 elected members at Powys County Council, is an 
increase just shy of one per cent of the amount paid out during the previous 
financial year. 

The leader of Powys County Council, Barry Thomas, from Llanfihangel, was the highest 
paid councillor last year. His salary rose from £26,773 to £45,657 with expenses, which 
included £5,548 for travel. Second on the list was deputy leader of the authority Council- 

- lor Graham Brown, from Llandrimo, whose 

£36,401.50 income rose from his normal 
£17,999 salary. 

Montgomeryshire members making 
the top 10 included Dolforwyn Councillor 
Wynne Jones who was paid £36,118 last 
year, while Llanwddyn Councillor Darren 
Mayor was paid £32,932. 

Councillor Stephen Hayes from Mont¬ 
gomery was paid £31,214, and Welshpool 
Councillor Phil Pritchard £30,915. 

The four Montgomeryshire members 
made the top 10 largely because of their 
cabinet position. 

An increase in travel expenses was also 
due to the distance travelled regularly to 
County Hall in Llandrindod Wells. 

The standard councillor salary, received 
by all elected councillors, is £13,336.44, 
which increases if a member has increased 
council duties on top of being a county 
councillor. 

John Evans, spokesman for Powys 
County Council, said the basic salary and 
senior salary for councillors in Powys was 
set by The Independent Remuneration 
Panel for Wales, IRPW, and not the county 
council. 

The IRPW is independent of central and 
local government.

Rural homes 
fight is lost 

A DEVELOPER has lost a fight to build 
more than 70 homes on the outskirts of a 
town. 

An appeal lodged against a ruling by Wr¬ 
exham County Borough Council to refuse 
permission for 73 homes at Ley Farm in 
Halton, near Chirk, earlier this year has 
been dismissed by a Government inspector. 

The land off Green Lane in Halton, near 
Chirk, had old permission for 89 houses, 
dating back to 1973. 

The inspector’s report concluded that 
while the site did benefit from a part imple¬ 
mented planning permission, in view of the 
time which has elapsed since it was granted 
and the fact that there had been a number 
of other applications to develop the site, the 
likelihood of the extant permission being 
implemented was unrealistic. 

The inspector concluded that the appeal 
proposals would be highly visible within the 
landscape. 


Bales fire causes road closure

A BLAZE involving 100 bales of straw 
which were being towed by a lorry blocked 
a road while fire crews tackled the flames. 

The fire started at about 8.30am on 
Thursday last week on Eastwick Lane in 
Dudleston Heath, between St Martins and 
Ellesmere, after the lorry carrying the bales 
caught alight 

John Deakin, incident manager for 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service, said: 

“We moved the vehicle from the road to 
the field next to it, with the help of a local 
farmer, and now a fire investigations of¬ 
ficer is trying to establish what caused the 


blaze.” Although the cause is under inves¬ 
tigation, it is thought the fire started as a 
result of a problem with electrics in the ve¬ 
hicle. The fire caused the road to be blocked 
between the B5068 and A528 Grange Road. 

Two fire crews from Ellesmere were 
sent to the scene to deal with the fire, who 
were also assisted by North Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service. An operations officer also 
attended. Crews used two breathing appa¬ 
ratus, two hose reel jets, one covering jet, 
and drag rakes to deal with the fire. West 
Mercia Police were also at the scene, block¬ 
ing off the road to vehicles.

Clinic set to

A LAW firm is holding a free legal clinic 
for people to raise any medical negligence 
queries they may have. 

Lanyon Bowdler is holding the clinic in 
Oswestry on September 7 and is hoping 
to raise funds for The Movement Centre 
based at the Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital as well as provide people with some 
free advice. 

Kay Kelly, from Lanyon Bowdler, said: 
“Thankfully medical negligence is some¬ 
thing few people experience. However if it 
happens to you, it can lead to considerable 
suffering. We are Law Society accredited 
clinical negligence experts working with 
nurses and doctors here on your doorstep. 
We have successfully claimed compensa¬ 
tion for surgical errors, birth injuries and 
delayed or missed diagnosis resulting in 
death or injury, replacing lost earnings and 
providing funds for care and treatment.” 

No appointments are necessary on the 
day and people are being invited to attend 
the Lanyon Bowdler offices in Church 
Street between 9am and 7pm on Septem¬ 
ber 7. While the service is free, Lanyon 
Bowdler will be taking donations for The 
Movement Centre, which helps children to 
improve their movement control following 
a brain injury or disability.

nity group are taking action by recruiting 
volunteers to help English Heritage with 
landscape management and monitoring of 
the heritage site. 

Heritage adviser Tim Malim said: “Man¬ 
aging the earthworks is a complex mission, 
with the need to balance several conflict¬ 
ing interests. Uncontrolled vegetation is 
a threat to the monument and one of the 
best methods for managing this is through 
grazing the ramparts. But access to water 
and steep slopes make this difficult without 
unsightly fencing being introduced. 

“Another balance has to be achieved be¬ 
tween wildlife and the historic monument. 
There is a need to control the rabbit pop¬ 
ulation and cut down scrub undergrowth 
and bracken, while maintaining habitats 
for newts and linnets at critical times in 
the year.” 

He said tasks will range from scrub clear¬ 
ance and pond maintenance, to supporting 
environmental initiatives to aid the hill- 
fort’s preservation and upkeep. 

English Heritage is also keen to work 
with other local organisations including 
colleges with expertise and interest in un¬ 
dertaking potential biodiversity and animal 
management initiatives on the fort. 

Volunteers have installed No Bikes signs 
to deter bikers from scrambling over the 
3000-year-old scheduled earthwork and 
causing severe erosion scars. 

The English Heritage team visited the 
Artists Hugging the Hillfort exhibition at 
the Willow Gallery in Oswestry. With more 
than 60 art pieces, including work by local 
school children, they were impressed by the 
local pride and strength of feeling shown for 
Old Oswestry. Volunteer Neil Phillips said: 
“The HOOOH Community Group is proud 
to contribute through the volunteers’ initi¬ 
ative, following the example of the town’s 
archaeology and history groups, as well as 
the hillfort landscape improvement project, 
which have long championed the hillfort.”

A DRUG addict turned up at his sister’s 
house with a knife, threatening to kill an¬ 
other man. 

Adam Eaton-Clark wielded a knife threat¬ 
ening to kill Daniel Price when he turned 
up at his sister’s house at about 10pm on 
June 27. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard how 
27-year-old Eaton-Clark was very upset and 
repeated numerous times to his sister that 
he was going to stab Mr Price. 

Philip Beardwell, prosecuting, said after 
this Eaton-Clark left his sister’s address 
and was spotted by a member of the public 
with a knife. 

Eaton-Clark, of Leg Street, Oswestry, 
pleaded guilty to one charge of making 
threats to kill and another charge of hav¬ 


ing a knife in a public place. Mr Beardwell 
said: “Police were called and they found the 
defendant on Gobowen Road in Oswestry. 

“They say he was unsteady and had 
slurred speech. They took him back to the 
police station where he gave a no comment 
interview.” 

Andrew Holland, for Eaton-Clark, said 
the defendant had a history of mental 
health matters and a drug addiction. 

Eaton-Clark was given a 12-month com¬ 
munity order with a 40-day rehabilitation 
requirement and a drug rehabilitation re¬ 
quirement for nine months. 

He was also ordered to pay £200 prosecu¬ 
tion costs and Judge Peter Barrie ordered 
for the forfeiture and destruction of the 
knife.

It’s high time mobile phone 
companies got their acts togeth¬ 
er in Mid Wales and the border 
areas to bring coverage up to an 
accepted level. 

Politicians both sides of the 
border have been calling for im¬ 
provements for months - if not 
years - but their calls seem to 
be falling on very deaf ears. It’s 
not rocket science (or is it?). We 
can beam pictures back from a 
spacecraft circling Mars but I’m 
still struggling to get a signal 
when standing in my kitchen - 
and I don’t really understand that 
when you consider this is the 
21st century. So I’m probably 
asking too much to expect 4G 
coverage. 

All the companies come out 
with the same response when 
called on to explain their short 
comings - “technical issues”. 
For technical issues please read 
cost because that’s what it’s re¬ 
ally all about. They may be com¬ 
mitted to rolling out full coverage 
across the UK but the less popu¬ 
lated areas that we live in will be 
at the bottom of a very long list 
of “things to do”. 

We must continue to bombard 
Ofcom, our politicians and all the 
mobile service providers until the 
message gets through. We must 
be given a better service. 

I’m more than a bit suspicious 
about a promise from West Mer¬ 
cia’s new crime commissioner 
that the Oswestry area will get 
additional police officers on the 
ground as the area continues to 
grow. I’d really be interested to 
know where the extra staff will 
be coming from. 

Everywhere you look across 
the West Mercia force the talk is 
about cuts and station closures, 
mergers with other forces and 
emergency call centre amal¬ 
gamation. Yet new man John 
Campion has vowed to meet 
population expansion with more 
officers on the beat. 

He was responding to a lead¬ 
ing police officer’s concerns that 
population growth in Oswestry 
would stretch his resources to 
breaking point. Superintendent 
David McWilliam knows what he 
is talking about as head of the 
Shropshire policing team and 
made his point forcefully. A ray 
of hope comes from The Place 
Partnership, which manages the 
estates of regional police forces. 
The partnership says developers 
of the proposals for Oswestry 
should put their hands in their 
pockets and contribute to extra 
policing through a Section 106 
agreement. That sounds like a 
good idea if you are not a devel¬ 
oper or someone looking to buy 
a new home. Because builders 
will pass on the cost of any such 
agreement and house prices will 
go through the roof. I’m making 
a note of the day the crime com¬ 
missioner made his pledge for 
more officers on the beat but I 
think it will take more than a few 
quid from a 106 agreement to 
keep Oswestry policed properly.

Black Panther's crimes 
shook up the country

TOBY NEAL looks back 
40 years to remember 
a shocking crime which 
shook the nation 


SERIAL killers do not come 
more sinister than Donald Neil¬ 
son. He revelled in his nick¬ 
name The Black Panther, given 
because of the way he swiftly 
pounced on his victims wear¬ 
ing a dark hood. 

The army-obsessed former soldier 
planned his crimes with a military 
precision and became perturbed 
when he felt the media did not give 
him the attention he craved. 

And nowhere was the fear felt more 
keenly than in the close-knit former 
mining community of Highley, where 
Neilson committed his most notorious 
crime. This small village near Bridgnorth 
was shaken to the core when Neilson 
abducted, and then murdered, teenage 
heiress Lesley Whittle, having demanded 
a £50,000 ransom. 

It is 40 years since Neilson was handed 
five life sentences at Oxford Crown Court 
for his year-long reign of terror which 
claimed five lives. 

Former Shropshire Star editor Andy 
Wright was in court to see him told by 
judge Mr Justice Mars-Jones that the 
enormity of his crimes put him in a class 
apart from almost all convicted murder¬ 
ers, and that he should never taste free¬ 
dom again. 

Mr Wright recalls him looking almost 
impassive while in the dock. 

“He seemed pretty collected. I suppose 
there is an air of resignation when you 
have been caught for crimes like this that 
you are going to be sent to prison for a 
long time,” he says. 

Neilson had killed three times before 


Lesley’s murder, and once more af¬ 
terwards. His victims included a post¬ 
master’s husband from Langley in the 
Black Country and a security guard at 
the Dudley Freightliner rail terminal. 
But it was the death of 17-year-old Les¬ 
ley, who was doing her A-levels at Wol¬ 
verhampton’s Wulfrun College, which 
really shook the nation. 

“There was an awful lot of apprehen¬ 
sion once it became clear he was also 
responsible for the murder in the Black 
Country, and the shooting in Dudley,” 
remembers Mr Wright, who covered 
Lesley’s abduction from start to finish. 

“People were pretty unsettled that he 
was around.” 

Neilson had snatched Lesley from her 
bedroom in Highley in January 1975, 
leaving a ransom note, demanding 
£50,000 from her wealthy family. 

Neilson had tethered Lesley by a 


noose in a drainage shaft beneath a 
Staffordshire park, and it was there 
where her body would be found follow¬ 
ing a botched attempt by police to trap 
him during a ransom drop. 

Neilson was born Donald Nappey in 
1936, and was said to have suffered 
many taunts about his unfortunate 
surname while growing up in his home 
town of Bradford. 

He had served as a lance corporal in 
the Army, but had struggled to settle 
into civilian life after giving up his mili¬ 
tary career to spend more time with his 
wife Irene and daughter Kathryn. 

Described as “having a chip on his 
shoulder” with little respect for au¬ 
thority, he struggled with the idea of 
working for somebody else. Instead, he 
embarked on a series of unsuccessful 
business ventures and turned to crime. 

He began as a prolific burglar, re¬ 


sponsible for more than 400 unsolved 
break-ins. His offending stepped up a 
gear following a break-in at a house in 
Cheshire where, having discovered guns 
and ammunition, he decided that armed 
robbery would be a more lucrative ca¬ 
reer option. 

Between 1971 and 1974, Neilson 
robbed 14 post offices, becoming increas¬ 
ingly more violent as time went on. He 
nearly came unstuck in January 1972, 
when he was disturbed during a break-in 
at a post office in Heywood, Lancashire. 
Postmaster Leslie Richardson and his 
wife woke to find Neilson in their bed¬ 
room. A struggle ensued in which Mr 
Richardson fired the gun twice, and 
Neilson fled empty-handed. He killed 
for the first time when he shot postmas¬ 
ter Donald Skepper during a robbery at 
Harrogate in February 1974. He mur¬ 
dered another postmaster, Derek Astin 
of Baxenden, Lancashire, in September 
1974. It was here that he picked up his 
nickname after Mr Astin’s wife Marion 
told reporters he was “so quick, he was 
like a panther”. It was just two months 
before he struck again, this time in the 
Black Country. He brutally battered 
sub-postmistress Margaret Grayland, 
who kept a post office in Langley, near 
Oldbury, and shot her husband Sidney 
dead. However, when Neilson kidnapped 
Lesley the following January, police 
were slow to link the crime with the 
Panther murders. Neilson’s carefully 
laid plans began to unravel during a 
botched ransom drop at Bathpool Park, 
Kidsgrove, yards from where Lesley was 
being held in a deep drainage shaft. Les¬ 
ley’s brother Ronald was supposed to go 
to the park and wait for Neilson to sig¬ 
nal to him by flashing a torch. But, by 
coincidence, another couple turned up at 
the park, resulting in confusion. Neilson 
drove to Dudley where he attempted to 
rob the Freightliner terminal. He shot 
security guard Gerald Smith six times, 
causing him injuries which would result 
in his death the following year. Neilson 
died aged 75 in 2011.

At the beginning of August, 
four vehicles were involved in a 
collision on the A5 at Montford 
Bridge. Although those involved 
in that collision escaped without 
serious harm, a woman is being 
treated for life-changing injuries 
after a crash on the A5 near 
Chirk this week. 

There have been too many fa¬ 
tal, serious and slight casualties 
- 48 people have died in acci¬ 
dents along the A5. There have 
been a further 312 serious inju¬ 
ries and 1,090 people have been 
injured in crashes since 1991. 

Each death is tragic and each 
casualty carries a cost; it has 
been estimated that this has 
cost almost £170 million to the 
public purse. Every time the 
road is closed due to accidents it 
causes huge inconvenience, es¬ 
pecially at busy times of the year 
and during holiday periods. 

Up to 10 per cent of traffic 
along the A5 consists of heavy 
goods vehicles. The A5 must be 
made fit for today’s traffic flows. 
It must be dualled. Convoys of 
lorries carrying huge sections of 
wind turbines have been cross¬ 
ing the Welsh border this sum¬ 
mer, showing how totally inap¬ 
propriate the A483 through Pant 
and Llanymynech is. 

We do need eventually to get 
a Pant and Llanymynech bypass 
built. I had a very good meeting 
with Andrew Jones in May, the 
then roads minister, who took 
the time to visit the constituency 
and talked to a variety of inter¬ 
ested parties. 

Now he has been replaced by 
John Hayes. We have already 
had a meeting and we are or¬ 
ganising a further visit so he may 
see these roads himself. I urge 
all my constituents to make a 
submission for dualling the A5 
by clicking ‘line’ feedback on the 
highways website http://www. 
highways.gov.uk/route-strate- 
gies/ 

Continuing with local trans¬ 
port, rail users are becoming 
increasingly exasperated with 
packed trains. Extending the 
current London service will take 
some pressure off these trains. 
The Intercity West Coast fran¬ 
chise is up for tender this year 
and the consultation closed this 
month. I made it clear to Patrick 
McLoughlin, the outgoing Trans¬ 
port Secretary, that it is essential 
that all companies tendering for 
this are required to give propos¬ 
als for trains to continue onto 
Gobowen, Wrexham and Ches¬ 
ter. He gave me good advice on 
this and following that meeting 
neighbouring MPs Ian Lucas, 
Glyn Davies, Susan Elan Jones 
and I all signed a joint letter to 
him. 

When Chris Grayling took over 
as Transport Secretary I had a 
brief meeting with him to ensure 
that the tender does include the 
extension of the route. Now we 
have all written to him as well.

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MY DEMENTIA-DIAGNOSED FATHER HAS LEFT EVERYTHING 
TO A FORMER PARTNER, CAN I CHANGE HIS WILL? 

Q: My father recently developed dementia and moved into a care home. When clearing out his house I discovered a Will made fifteen years ago, wherein he left 
his entire estate to his former partner whom he has not seen since 2007. What can I do? 

A: Firstly, check again through your fathera€™s paperwork to look for a more recent Will, revoking the earlier one, and check with local solicitors to see if they 
hold a Will for him. 

If you cannot locate a more recent Will your father may be able to change his Will - if he has the necessary capacity to do so. The test for having capacity to make 
a Will is that your father must: (a) understand the nature of making a Will; (b) understand the extent of his estate; (c) be aware of the persons for whom he would 
usually be expected to provide. 

If your father satisfies the above tests and wishes to make a new Will he is free to do so. However, if he is not capable of making a new Will, his existing Will 
continues to take effect. If you feel that your fathera€™s wishes would no longer be covered by the existing Will, you can make an application to the Court of 
Protection to prepare a Statutory Will on his behalf. This would involve the court examining your fathera€™s best interests and deciding who he would choose to 
leave his estate to if he was capable of deciding for himself. 

If your father dies before you are able to make an application for a Statutory Will, you may be able to make a claim to receive some of his estate under the 
Inheritance Provision for Family and Dependants Act 1975. Consulting a solicitor immediately is key as there are very strict time limits for making a claim.

Fire service 
bosses ask 
motorists to 
be patient 

FIRE chiefs in Mid Wales are warn¬ 
ing road users to be patient as holi¬ 
day and agricultural traffic reaches a 
peak. 

Mid & West Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service said it dealt with eight crashes 
over a recent weekend. 

It said motorists should think about 
the five main causes of road traffic 
collisions and injuries in Wales: drink 
driving; speed; careless actions; not 
belting up and using a mobile phone. 

The fire service’s community safety 
manager, Neil Evans said: “During 
the summer months the volume and 
range of road users, throughout Mid 
and West Wales, increases substan¬ 
tially. 

“The roads are used every day of 
the year by people commuting to and 
from work and also commercially by 
heavy goods vehicles. 

“Now that we are in the middle of 
the holiday season there is an increase 
in caravans and camper vans on the 
roads, whilst the good weather also 
sees farmers tend to their harvest 
and other duties in tractors and other 
large agricultural machinery. 

“There is also an increase in mo¬ 
torcyclists and cyclists taking to the 
roads. 

“With this in mind we urge road 
user to ‘drive to arrive’. Please bear 
in mind the higher number of roads 
users and the differing pressures on 
each driver. Be patient.” 

Mr Evans said the Welsh summer 
weather was typically unpredictable 
with rain or foggy conditions follow¬ 
ing hot temperatures causing the road 
surface to become greasy. 

He said: “Please take care and allow 
a greater stopping distance between 
you and the vehicle in front, and al¬ 
ways reduce your speed in these con¬ 
ditions.” 


Residents urged to have 
a say on state of roads

PEOPLE who receive a survey 
in the post are being urged to 
give their views on Shropshire’s 
highways and transport servic¬ 
es - from the condition of roads 
and footpaths to the quality of 
cycling facilities. 

Their answers will be compared 
with the views of others across Eng¬ 
land and Scotland, as part of the Na¬ 
tional Highways and Transport Public 
Satisfaction survey. 

Shropshire Council is one of 106 councils 
to sign up to the standardised survey that 
will ask members of the public exactly the 
same questions, whether they live in Som¬ 
erset, Suffolk or Shropshire. 

Simon Jones, Shropshire Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for highways and transport, 
said: “This survey will tell us what people 
think of the highways and transport ser¬ 
vices that Shropshire Council provides, but 
also enable us to compare the Shropshire 
findings with those from other parts of the 
country. 

“The survey findings will help us to bet¬ 
ter understand our customers’ views, and 
deliver the best possible outcomes for local 
residents, as well as helping to identify 
areas of best practice and spot national, re¬ 
gional and local trends.” 

The survey, which is being run for the 
ninth year, is the largest collaboration be¬ 
tween councils, offering the opportunity to 
compare results, share in best practice and 
identify further opportunities to work to¬ 
gether in the future. 

The questionnaire will be sent to a mini¬ 
mum random sample of at least 3,300 resi¬ 
dents in the county.

Cemetery work in 
running for prize 

WORK to revamp a cemetery could 
lead to a town council winning a na¬ 
tional award. 

Oswestry Town Council has re¬ 
cently finished a project to overhaul 
facilities at the cemetery on Shrews¬ 
bury Road. 

Now the project has been submitted 
as an entry into the Best Local Coun¬ 
cil Project in the 2016 National Asso¬ 
ciation of Local Councils awards. Last 
year the town centre’s refurbished 
CCTV system, which is run by volun¬ 
teers, took the national award. 

The council has also entered the 
council of the year section after it was 
named runner-up last year. The pro¬ 
ject has seen the building of new pub¬ 
lic toilets and also accommodation for 
the cemetery workforce. Paths have 
been repaired and new signs put up. 

It also saw the launch of the 
Oswestry Cemetery Project which has 
used a £59,000 Heritage Lottery grant 
to research the history of the ceme¬ 
tery, conserve its archives, research 
the people buried there and create 
new signs and leaflets to tell its story. 

Police warning 
over HMRC scam 

POLICE are warning of a scam that 
could see victims lose thousands of 
pounds. 

Shropshire’s policing team issued 
a warning after a number of reports 
from people who were called by some¬ 
one claiming to be from Her Majesty’s 
Revenue and Customs.

Levels of tree 
disease revealed 

AERIAL footage of forests and woods 
around Wales show that the spread of 
a deadly tree disease - Sudden Oak 
Death - is down on last year’s find¬ 
ings. 

The assessment for the disease 
that affects oak and larch trees and 
is officially known as Phytophthora 
Ramorum (P Ramorum) follows two 
spring flights in May over North and 
South Wales that surveyed woodlands 
and forests. 

About 40 sites were seen to be 
showing signs of suspected infection 
and will be further investigated. 

But the figure is lower than was 
found following last year’s flight when 
nearly 30 suspect sites were found on 
Welsh Government Woodland Estate 
alone, as well as another 20 sites on 
private land. 


AM calls for new push 
to attract US visitors

THE Welsh Government is being 
urged to take advantage of the 
current exchange rate to pull in 
more American visitors. 

Montgomeryshire AM Russell 
George, who is also shadow cabinet 
secretary for economy and tourism, 
said: “While the ONS figures suggest a 
slight decline in visitor spend, we now 
have an opportunity to put that right. 

“The weakening pound is attracting an 
influx of visitors from abroad and a record 
number of British families appear to be 
opting for staycations this summer - all of 
which is great news for domestic tourism. 

“It’s vital that the Welsh Government 
takes advantage of the opportunities this 
presents, and markets Wales effectively at 
home and abroad.” 

Mr George also called for a renewed focus 
on boosting the number of visitors from 
North America. 

He said: “With an eclectic offering of 
heritage, culture and countryside, Wales 
remains an important destination for over¬ 
seas visitors. 

“Unfortunately, limited connectivity and 
air capacity are holding us back.” 

Mr George added: “We have a national 
airport with the infrastructure to handle 
long haul flights, and yet we’re no closer 
to establishing direct routes with North 
America which should be a key priority for 
this government. 

“We know that North American visitors, 
in particular, holiday for longer and spend 
generously. 

“We need to take advantage of the fact 
that the UK is in the international spot¬ 
light due to Brexit, and market Wales ag¬ 
gressively.”

Council stays 
firm about 
recycle rules 

COUNCIL bosses have warned resi¬ 
dents they won’t back down over re¬ 
cycling collections. 

Powys County Council has left re¬ 
cycling containers on the kerbside if 
they contain items that are no longer 
on the council’s collection list. 

The council says it has been warn¬ 
ing householders for months. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet 
member for waste and recycling, said: 
“This material has been causing us 
problems for some time now as there 
are very few processors who want it. 

“As a result we have had to pay a 
higher gate fee with this material 
then being removed for either landfill 
or incineration. 

“No other authority in Wales that 
collects recycling in boxes at the kerb- 
side, as per the Welsh Government’s 
preferred method, accepts plastic film. 

“We have been advising the public 
for several months that we will not be 
taking this material. 

“We did supply a leaflet to all house¬ 
holds when we rolled out the three 
weekly residual waste collections in 
November which clearly stated what 
could and couldn’t be put in the red 
box for recycling.”

Warning over 
pharmacy plans 

A QUARTER of Shropshire’s chemist 
shops could close under government 
plans to cut subsidies. 

The Department of Health says it 
will cut £170 million in subsidies to 
community pharmacies during the 
present financial year. 

That puts 23 branches across the 
county at immediate risk, it has been 
warned. 

The Department of Health has es¬ 
timated that about a quarter of the 
UK’s 12,000 chemist’s shops could 
shut. 

At the moment there are 94 phar¬ 
macies across Shropshire, meaning 
that 23 could be set to close in the 
county. 

That figure could be higher because 
of the rural nature of the county and 
the fact some pharmacies have a lim¬ 
ited customer base. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural 
England and the Countryside Alli¬ 
ance have both spoke of their concern 
about the impact of pharmacy clo¬ 
sures on Shropshire. 

RBL branch is still 
focus of inquiry 

THE Welshpool branch of the Royal 
British Legion remains under investi¬ 
gation, it has been confirmed. 

The organisation, which organises 
the annual Poppy Appeal for Remem¬ 
brance Day, confirmed inquiries were 
still being carried out but did not re¬ 
veal any further details of its investi¬ 
gation into the Welshpool branch. 

The probe into historic financial 
fundraising issues was launched in 
February this year. 

In February a spokesperson for 
RBL said: “I can confirm that we are 
holding an internal investigation into 
a fundraising issue at the Welshpool 
Branch. No further comment will be 
made at this time.”

Revamp of hotel 
and spa to continue 

A HOTEL and spa has revealed plans 
for the next stage of a £1 million in¬ 
vestment programme. 

The Lion Quays Hotel and Spa near 
Oswestry launched a new conference 
centre in May and has since spent 
£500,000 on revamping 41 of its bed¬ 
rooms. 

The remaining 41 rooms will also 
now be refurbished, with completion 
scheduled for the end of 2017. 

General manager Colin Jenno said: 
“We are thrilled with the progress of 
the redevelopment of the hotel. 

“We are infusing some contempo¬ 
rary styling and modern touches into 
the bedrooms, and matched with our 
warmth of service and great proxim¬ 
ity to major towns such as Chester and 
Manchester, I can only see the hotel 
going from strength to strength.” 

Mr Jenno said that occupancy at 
the hotel was forecast to increase by 
two per cent this year and meeting 
bookings are up by 10 per cent on this 
time last year. 


Judge says justice relies on 
team work and public backing

SHROPSHIRE’S newest 
judge has spoken of the role 
judges have on county jus¬ 
tice and addressed public 
concerns over sentencing. 

Judge Jim Tindal is just 40 
but has been a full-time judge at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court since 
January and has since sentenced 
on a number of high-profile cases. 

He recently spoke out against hate 
crime in the wake of the conviction of 
four Lithuanian men who were part of 
an organised burglary gang working 
across Shropshire, including in the 
Oswestry area. 

Judge Tindal said he felt there was 
a “public interest” in the roles that 
judges play and felt it was important 
that members of the public under¬ 
stand more about the sentencing of 
crimes in crown court. 

He said: “There is a perception that 
judges can be quite aloof but they 
don’t have to be. The public are inter¬ 
ested in we do and people talk about 
what we do.” 

Working in a crown court, Judge 
Tindal is responsible for overseeing 
a number of different kinds of cases 
but he said that the work is always as 
part of a team. When covering appeals 
from magistrates court, he works with 
a bench of magistrates and says he 
takes his lead from them. When work¬ 
ing on case management hearings, 
he relies on court staff to ensure the 
hearings run smoothly. 

He said: “Trials we can’t do with¬ 
out the public. People obviously know 
about the jury, but I don’t think peo¬ 
ple understand how important they 
are. The people who decide if the de¬ 
fendant is guilty or not guilty is the 
public. 

“My job is very much supportive. 

“Sentencing is my decision, but I 
couldn’t do it without the advocates, 
the defence and the prosecution, the 


police, the probation service.” Judge 
Tindal praised the work of the proba¬ 
tion service, saying he, or any other 
judge, will rarely sentence without 
guidance from probation reports, 
which offer advice about the “risk 
factor” an offender may pose in the 
future. He also said judges follow sen¬ 
tencing guidelines, a national frame¬ 
work which gives an idea of what 
punishment crimes should face. He 
said: “The idea is that whether you 
commit a crime in Carlisle or Plym¬ 
outh, the type of sentence will be the 
same, though obviously all crimes are 
different.” But he added: “What I do 
when I sentence is I think, what can 


I do that might mean this person, or 
other people, don’t do this again.” 

Judge Tindal said that he wanted 
to address questions that the public 
often raise about sentencing, often 
raising concerns about the length of 
the sentence, why someone may be 
given a community sentence rather 
than being imprisoned and why crim¬ 
inals do not serve their full jail term. 
He said: “Most research suggest that 
a sentence in the community can stop 
people from re-offending. Two thirds 
of people given a short custodial sen¬ 
tence go on to re-offend. That is be¬ 
cause prison takes time to work. Most 
burglaries, and shoplifting and things 


like are done by people trying to fund 
a drug habit. We have a drug rehabil¬ 
itation requirement which can be a 
particularly onerous order.” 

He said the order involves regular 
meetings with probation service and 
drug tests, plus a weekly meeting with 
the Judge, held in private on a Friday. 
He said: “Getting off drugs and is dif¬ 
ficult and this offers an incentive that 
if they fall off the wagon they could 
go back to prison. With young people 
or first time offenders, if they go into 
prison they’re coming into contact 
with other offenders and could be 
more likely to offend than if they are 
given a tough community order.” 


Knife crime 
drive given 
new support 

A NATIONAL campaign to make the 
streets safer from knife crime is being 
backed by Shropshire’s police force. 

West Mercia Police is support¬ 
ing a nationwide campaign based at 
Oswestry’s British Ironwork Cen¬ 
tre that aims to make the country’s 
streets safer. 

The national ‘Save a Life, Surren¬ 
der your Knife’ campaign aims to 
reduce knife crime and the damage 
caused to families and the wider com¬ 
munity. 

A new operation will run in the 
West Mercia policing area until Au¬ 
gust 19 

It will give anyone with a knife the 
opportunity to surrender it anony¬ 
mously at one of a number of secure 
knife bins located at police stations 
around the region. 

People will not be required to leave 
any information but if police suspect 
a weapon may have been involved in 
a crime they will examine it for evi¬ 
dence. 

The campaign is being run in part¬ 
nership with the British Ironwork 
Centre. 

All the blades collected as part of 
the campaign will be made safe. 

They will be used to help create a 
20-foot high guardian angel sculpture 
in memory of those who have lost 
their lives to knife crime. 

Superintendent Daryn Elton said: 
“The West Mercia policing area does 
not have a big knife crime problem 
but each incident is one too many. 

“We’re proud to play our part in 
supporting this national campaign 
and helping to make the country’s 
streets safer for everyone. 

“Every knife taken off the streets is 
one less opportunity for another life 
to be needlessly ruined. 

“Knife crime doesn’t just impact 
upon the lives of victims but also their 
families and the wider community.” 

The superintendent added: “Fear of 
crime increases and if people see oth¬ 
ers carrying knives they think they 
need to do the same and the number 
of people carrying knives increases 
further.”

He was given just 90 minutes to prepare four 
different cuts of meat from a piece of beef bris¬ 
ket, topside, a leg of lamb and a breast of lamb. 

And if that was not enough he then had to 
display them as he would in his shop window. 

His finished products included McArdle’s beef 
croquettes, beef patties, mini lamb roasts and 
Moroccan lamb shank koftas as well as the more 
traditional cuts.

“I was delighted that my display was chosen 
as the best,” he said. 

The competition was organised by the Hybu 
Cig Cymru organisation, which champions 
Welsh and British meat, to highlight innovation. 

“I know about the competition but didn’t get 
around to applying until this year,” Mark said. 

The family business was set up by Mark’s fa¬ 
ther, Steve, and also involves his mother, Sandra 
and sister, Helen. 

As well as the butchery department there is a 
deli which sells products including home-made 
lasagne and pies created from the McCardle 
meat. 

“We are a traditional butcher but with a mod¬ 
ern twist,” Mark said. 

“People still very much want the traditional 
roast or the chops but they also want other meat 
products now. 

“People have very busy lives and so if they can 
call into the shop and pick up a lasagne or per¬ 
haps a beef croquette they can just put in the 
oven when they get home then it makes things 
easy for them.”

Tree hunter Rob is happy 
to continue rooting around

WHEN tree enthusiast Rob 
McBride embarked on a mission 
to hunt down the most rare and 
ancient trees in an idyllic section 
of the Shropshire countryside, 
he thought he’d been done and 
dusted in just a few weeks. 

But a whopping eight years later, the 
tree hunter is still trekking on. 

Rob, a former software engineer from 
Ellesmere, started the long-running pro¬ 
ject to log and verify the ancient trees along 
the Offa’s Dyke path, which runs close to 
Welshpool and Oswestry, in 2008 - and he 
still has 50 miles and hundreds of trees to 
go. 

The 177-mile route runs from Prestatyn 
to Chepstow, and Rob walks a few miles 
every day as he examines the antique fo¬ 
liage. 

Rob, 57, said: “I first walked Offa’s Dyke 
in 2003 - it was a fantastic walk, but in 
those days I didn’t really notice the trees. 

“Now that I have, I’ve developed a real 
enthusiasm for it. 

“There are still hundreds of thousands of 
trees that haven’t been recorded, and many 
still to be discovered. 

“There are many facets to a tree, but 
what fascinates me most is the human con¬ 
nection - that’s what it’s all about. 

“Often it’s been lost over the years, as 
things don’t get written down or they got 
lost in translation, but if you look hard 
enough there are incredible stories that 
have been passed down through genera¬ 
tions. 

“If you get chatting to people you can find 
out the history, and you realise that people 
are intrinsically linked to trees throughout 
the ages.”

Council agrees 
to reduction in 
library hours 

A CUT to library hours has been agreed 
by councillors. 

Shropshire Council’s cabinet has ap¬ 
proved a proposal to cut a total of 57 
opening hours across 11 of the county’s 
libraries. 

Councillor Stuart West, Shropshire 
Council’s cabinet member responsible for 
libraries said that the move would ensure 
that libraries could remain open. 

He said: “They are mild savings not re¬ 
ally affecting libraries to a great extent. 
We are keeping libraries open which is 
important and I think in general the re¬ 
sponse from the public has enabled us to 
put in operation a scheme for each indi¬ 
vidual library. 

“Originally it was proposed to have a 
68-hour reduction, through the consul¬ 
tation it has been reduced to 57 hours 
across 11 libraries. 

“It is very important to recognise that 
library services are very important and 
it is important we do keep them open. I 
think what we have come up with in the 
review of opening hours is sensible.” 

Council leader Malcolm Pate said that 
the co-operation of town and parish coun¬ 
cils and community groups was ensuring 
the library service is still available to 
the public.Under the plans Bridgnorth 
Library will see a reduction of 11 and a 
half hours, Ludlow - six hours, Market 
Drayton - five and a half hours, Oswestry 

- eight hours, Shrewsbury - eight and 
a half hours, Whitchurch - three hours, 
Bayston Hill - two and a half hours, 
Gobowen - two hours, Much Wenlock 

- two hours, Shrewsbury, The Lantern 

- three hours, Wem - five hours. A sum¬ 
mary states that in general the revised 
hours will mean a lunchtime closure and 
libraries will open from 9.30am. 

Motorists say 
home is best 

EIGHT out of 10 car buyers in Powys 
and Shropshire would prefer to test-drive 
a potential new car at their own home, 
rather than taking the vehicle on the 
well-driven roads of the dealership, ac¬ 
cording to online research commissioned 
by car dealership JT Hughes. 

When asked with the reasons why 
they would prefer to test-drive the car at 
home rather than at a dealership, there 
was a drive-away winner for respondents 

- to include the whole family in the deci¬ 
sion-making process. “We see a lot of fam¬ 
ilies come in to our showrooms together 
to test out new cars, so it’s not a real 
surprise that the results of our survey 
show this,” said Paul Tench, group sales 
director at JT Hughes Honda, Hyundai 
and Mitsubishi. “Car buyers today are 
looking for more flexibility and conveni¬ 
ence and car dealerships need to embrace 
new channels in order to respond to this 
shift in behaviour” 

“Whether this is fitting the whole 
family in the car, making sure there is 
enough space in the back for the dogs 
or just checking to see if the car fits in 
the garage - they are all very important 
things to test out before you decide on 
your new car.” In response to the survey, 
JT Hughes has started a pilot scheme de¬ 
livering test drive cars to the customer’s 
home or workplace. 

Stroke service 
is set to resume 

SPECIALIST stroke medics will be back 
at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital by 
September. 

Simon Wright, chief executive of 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said a stroke consultant had been 
appointed - taking the number employed 
by the trust to four - so will return to hav¬ 
ing specialist care at Telford’s Princess 
Royal Hospital and the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital from September 5. 

It was announced in June that one of 
the trust’s four specialist stroke medics 
had left and health bosses were unable to 
immediately replace him, two days after 
one of the remaining three had to take 
emergency leave. 

It meant that the consultant workforce 
was reduced by half, leading to a decision 
to site the remaining physicians at the 
Princess Royal Hospital. 

Stroke patients were only able to re¬ 
ceive assistance with rehabilitation from 
a GP at Shrewsbury and not a specialist 
medic.

Diabetes event 
was big success 

A DAY to support people living with 
Type 2 diabetes in Powys has had 
the most attendees of any event in a 
series held at 80 locations across the 
UK. 

The free Living with Diabetes Day 
event took place in Dolfor near New¬ 
town, welcoming 169 people with 
Type 2 diabetes from the area, with a 
further 70 placed on a waiting list to 
attend similar future events. 

Diabetes UK designed the event for 
people who have been diagnosed with 
Type 2 diabetes in the last few years 
or those who wanted to add to their 
knowledge of how to manage the con¬ 
dition. 

The event was supported by Powys 
Teaching Health Board, who gave 
local people affected by the condition 
more information on the services 
available to them. 

Cancer waiting 
times are better 

WAITING times for cancer patients 
continue to improve in Wales - with 
a key target met, new figures released 
show. 

The statistics show that 98.3 per 
cent of patients (794 out of 808 peo¬ 
ple) referred via the non-urgent 
route, where cancer was not initially 
suspected, started treatment within 
31 days of the decision to treat them, 
compared to 96.7 per cent of patients 
in the previous month. 

The target is for 98 per cent of pa¬ 
tients referred via this route to start 
treatment within 31 days. 

Meanwhile, more patients (88.6 per 
cent or 534 out of 603 people) who 
were newly diagnosed via the Urgent 
Suspected Cancer route started treat¬ 
ment within the 62-day target time, a 
1.8 per cent percentage point increase 
compared to April and the best perfor¬ 
mance since November 2014. These 
figures show the highest number of 
people starting treatment in May 
within the target time for three years. 



nip to press the case for A5 
improvements to new roads boss 


NEW transport minister John 
Hayes has been asked to 
make the dualling of a main 
road near Oswestry a top pri¬ 
ority. 

North Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson has invited Mr Hayes to 
see for himself why dualling the 
A5 from Nesscliffe to Oswestry 
should be a high priority. 

Mr Hayes was appointed transport 
minister in the wake of Prime Minis¬ 
ter Theresa May’s changes to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Mr Paterson also wants to put for¬ 
ward the case for bypassing Pant 
and Llanymynech on the A483. This 
invitation comes only three months 
after Under Secretary for Transport 
Andrew Jones travelled the 22 miles 
of the single carriageway A5 between 
Montford Bridge and the Welsh border 
by car with the North Shropshire MP 
to view the road himself. 

“I really must emphasise that death 
and injuries affect my constituents 
and motorists who use that stretch of 
the A5 disproportionately and it is im¬ 
perative that this road is brought up to 
today’s modern standards and needs,” 
said Mr Paterson. “It’s wholly inade¬ 
quate and unacceptable for the volume 
of traffic travelling on that road. It is 
a cause of frequent congestion and 
danger. There has to be a long term 
strategy for dualling the road.” 

He added: “I look forward to John’s 
visit, he’s an ally who understands 
rural areas, and it is important he sees 
these problems for himself.” 

During the visit by Mr Jones, cam¬ 
paigners, business people and politi¬ 
cians alike held meetings with him to 
stress how important it was for the A5 
to be improved. Meanwhile Mr Pater¬ 
son confirmed he had met with newly 
appointed Secretary of State for Trans¬ 
port Chris Grayling to discuss extend¬ 
ing the rail service from Shrewsbury 
to Gobowen, Wrexham and Chester.

BRANCHES of Lloyds Bank in 
Shropshire and Mid Wales, including 
in Welshpool, could be in peril after 
sweeping cuts were announced. 

Lloyds Banking Group is closing 
200 branches and cutting 3,000 jobs 
in the wake of the Brexit vote. 

It says it fears a downturn in the 
economy as it braces itself for a cut 
in interest rates following Britain’s 
decision to quit the European Union. 

None of the branches affected have 
been named, but the Shropshire and 
Mid Wales region is likely to be vul¬ 
nerable because of its rural nature 
and its number of smaller branches. 

The cuts will happen over the next 
18 months. 

Lloyds has three branches in both 
Shrewsbury and Telford, and one in 
Market Drayton, Malpas, Ludlow, 
Cleobury Mortimer, Bridgnorth, Bro- 
seley, Newport, Welshpool, Newtown, 
Llandrindod Wells and Leominster. 
It has already announced the closure 
of its Shifnal branch, claiming ear¬ 
lier this month it has only 15 regular 
weekly users. 

The bank also employs 1,800 at its 
operations centre on the Pendeford 
Business Park, close to junction two 
of the M54. Hundreds more work at 
its offices in Birmingham. 

Lloyds, which is part state-backed, 
said it was extending the cost-cutting 
programme it announced in 2014 and 
the “expected lower for longer inter¬ 
est rate environment”. 

Lloyds is targeting £1.4 billion in 
cost savings by the end of next year. 

The total number of jobs cut since 
the announcement of an efficiency 
drive in 2014 will stand at 12,000 by 
the end of next year. 

The latest 200 branch closures 
come on top of another 200 already 
earmarked for closure at Lloyds, 
which is nine per cent owned by the 
Government. The bank made the an¬ 
nouncement alongside results for the 
first half of the year, which saw statu¬ 
tory profits more than double to £2.5 
billion, but the lender warned that 
Brexit could have an adverse impact 
on its future performance.

Mayor issues a 
message to yobs

Welshpool Mayor Steve Kaye has hit out at the town’s yobs 


“DISGUSTING” levels of 
drunken instances of anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour will not be tol¬ 
erated in a Mid Wales town, 
the mayor has warned. 

Welshpool Mayor, Councillor 
Steve Kaye, has called out the 
town’s yobs and troublemakers 
after figures from an evidence 
gathering exercise on anti-social 
behaviour in the town revealed 
there had been 19 instances in 18 
days. 

Welshpool Town Council ran a two- 
week consultation period in June with 
residents, which involved them man¬ 
ning a hotline number, monitoring a 
website and checking an incident book 
where anti-social behaviour was re¬ 
ported. 

Councillor Kaye said at least one in¬ 
stance of loutish behaviour a day was 
“dragging a good town down”. 

The findings also revealed that the 
majority of the offences reported - al¬ 
most 80 per cent -were alcohol related. 

Councillor Kaye said: “These figures 
are stark, and they’re not acceptable. 

“But it backs up what we’ve been 
saying all along, that there is a prob¬ 
lem with alcohol related anti-social be¬ 
haviour and the police need to be doing 
something about it. 

“It gives the complete wrong im¬ 
pression of Welshpool and especially 
this time of year when it’s the tourist 
season. It isn’t the name we want for 
the town.” 

Members of Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil have campaigned for a Designated 
Public Place Order, renamed a People 
and Place Order, to restrict drinking 
in the town. Bad language and shout¬ 
ing was the second most common of¬ 
fence during the consultation period. 


The majority of offences were reported 
as taking place on Berriew Street car 
park and near to the canal. 

Councillor Kaye said because of the 
high response from the public, the 
phone line will remain open despite 
the consultation closing to allay res¬ 
idents’ concerns and ensure police 
remain on top of the situation in the 
town. 

In recent months, the Mid Wales 


town has been blighted by problems 
with drinking in the streets, as well as 
a discovery of needles and drug par¬ 
aphernalia dumped near the Scansis 
play area in Oldford estate. 

Residents can report neighbour¬ 
hood issues confidentially to the town 
council by using the hotline number 
(01938) 554433, and information can 
then be passed to police using the 
non-emergency 101 number.

Chance encounter with 
a bloodv-nosed beetle 


WITH the summer holidays finally 
upon us, I took the opportunity to 
leave sunny Shropshire and trav¬ 
erse the rather damp North Pem¬ 
brokeshire coast for a few days 
last week. 

With best mate Kevin, we managed 
to keep ourselves and kids busy during 
the day, whilst in the mercifully dry 
and calm evenings we snuck out down 
to the local ‘secret’ cove for a spot of 
fishing. 

The path took us steeply down through 
thickets of first slough and then gorse 
before opening out onto a grassland of 
meadow flowers and bedstraw, hemmed in 
on three sides by thick stands of bracken 
and the sea beyond. 

The cove itself was tiny and pebbled and 
the beach formed the stalls in a natural am¬ 
phitheatre carved out of the rock which rose 
steeply to form headlands, jutting out on ei¬ 
ther side. Most fishermen believe, wrongly, 
that one must cast out as far as possible to 
reach the largest fish. To enable us to do 
this and cover as much of the bay as pos¬ 
sible, we decided to clamber out under the 
cliffs of the headland and cast across the 
bay with our little lures. 

A minor feat of rock-climbing later and 
we were in position. Needless to say we 
caught absolutely nothing, but it didn’t 
matter. As the sun began its forlorn journey 
of conference with the horizon a large, bull 
grey seal emerged to watch us for several 
minutes as cormorants and gannets flew 
across the mouth of the cove, far out to sea. 

With the time and tide against us, we 
turned to retrace our path. Only then did 
we realise that we had made the most el¬ 
emental of mistakes - we had been cut off

by the aforementioned tide. To be fair the 
‘wee drams’ may have had something to do 
with it, but either way we were stuck. To 
either side were sheer slabs ending in cold 
and dark water and behind us lay the steep, 
bracken-laden cliff. 

We stumbled up it gamely clinging on 
to tufts of suspect vegetation before for¬ 
tunately making it to the top. We then 
faced a ‘bushwhack’ through the head-high 
bracken, gorse and bramble. 

The problem now was that we couldn’t 
see where we were walking/wading. Inevi¬ 
tably we plunged into dip and hole time and 
again before eventually I had had enough 
and decided simply to throw myself down 
the slope and back towards the beach. 

Inelegant this may have been but it was 
also effective, however on one of our halts 
I landed face to face with an insect I had 
sought back home for many years. To say 
I was more surprised than it was, was con¬ 
firmed as I carefully picked it up for exam¬ 
ination. 

It was a beautiful ‘bloody-nosed’ beetle, 
so named for its habit of shedding a blood¬ 
like substance from its mouthparts when 
alarmed. I was gentle with this one and 
happily did not alarm it sufficiently for it to 
‘bleed’. But what a beauty. 

It is one of our largest ‘leaf beetles’ and 
adults feed on the leaves of Lady’s Bed- 
straw, the plant I had seen growing in pro¬ 
fusion around us and tripping us at every 
step for the last, somewhat desperate half 
hour. For those of you who have not ex-

perienced the beetle before, you may have 
been ‘excreted’ upon by a ladybird, who em¬ 
ploys a similar trick, albeit orange in colour 
rather than blood-red. 

If you hold a ladybird on the tip of your 
finger it will often spread its shelled wing 
coverings and take off; not so the bloody- 
nosed beetle. The line running down its

back gives the impression of separate wing 
cases, but they are actually fused together 
and this beetle does not fly. The moral of 
this story certainly isn’t ‘get cut-off by the 
tide’ but having said that, if we hadn’t, I 
wouldn’t have realised my bloody-nosed 
ambition.

Summer break 27 
sees rise in use 
of food banks 

FOR youngsters it is one of the most exciting times of the 
year - but for some parents the summer holidays can be a 
time of dread at the prospect of providing their children 
with an extra meal a day. 

Shropshire food banks say they have already seen a surge 
in the number of families they are helping. 

And they talk of some parents going without to ensure 
their children get a meal. 

Liz Jermy, project manager at Oswestry and Borders 
Food Bank, said 16 families have signed up to a summer 
holiday voucher scheme, which is on top of those who they 
service already provide food parcels for. 

She said: “The summer holidays can be a really difficult 
and stressful time for families, especially without the free 
breakfasts and lunches provided at school, which can mean 
a family’s food bill can double over the holidays. 

“We have in place a summer holiday voucher scheme 
which were sent out via schools. 

“We’re glad that people realise they should come to us 
because that’s what we’re here for, and when they do come 
they receive a warm welcome.” 

Ms Jermy also encouraged families who hadn’t signed 
up via schools, to visit their GP, local Citizen’s Advice or a 
health visitor who will be able to refer them. 

Erin Aston has been a volunteer with the Telford Food 
Bank since it opened in April 2013 but has been employed 
by Telford Crisis Support, which runs the food bank and 
offers urgent aid to people in need in the borough for the 
past 18 months. 

She said as a volunteer she regularly sees spikes in the 
number of people using the food bank but said in her time 
as an employee it has become more clear that more people 
use the service during school holidays. She said: “There’s 
no free school meals, that’s one of the reasons we see more 
people in the school holidays.” 

The Trussell Trust charity said it saw 5,000 more emer¬ 
gency food supplies given to children nationally by food 
banks in July and August last year compared to the pre¬ 
vious two months. 

To help families cope this summer, the charity has 
started developing its Holiday Clubs project for their net¬ 
work of food banks as part of a preventative solution to 
hunger and isolation. In total across the Trussell Trust net¬ 
work more than 40 churches and community groups will be 
involved in providing holiday schemes this summer along¬ 
side their food bank activities, meaning more than one in 
10 Trussell Trust food banks will be working in some way 
to offer extra help to families struggling this summer.
